som. There is a line beyond which 
the country cannot go in meeting 
demands from any section of the 
population. That line may be diffi- 
cult to distinguish, but the responsi- 
bility of the government, as of Par- 
liament, is to the nation as @ 


whole, and its decisions must be 


made with that in mind. 


Those decisions must be logical 
and just, but they must be in the 
national interest. And the national 
interest toflay lies in control of. an 
inflationary spiral which seriously 
threatens to accelerate and destroy 
the savings, pensions and fixed in- 
comes of millions of Canadians. 

-The government today must 
hold the line on the principle of 
containing inflation. No I 
ment, regardless of its political 
name, can permit the country’s 
economy to be destroyed by a union 
policy or by the breakdown of its 
transportation links. Union leaders 
should not push their demands past 
a point which no government could 
be expected to accept. That would 
be suicide.
